preparing bees for the. honey 


season, preparations for the winter

Therefore the bees that go through 


the winter, we may say, must live on 
an average to the age ot six months. 
Fronj this it must be evident to ajl that 


handle jf ,ve start into winter with young, 


healthy bees our chances of wintering 
them successfully are far greater than 
if we should couimon.ee the winter with 
old bees whose lives have already been 
partly exhausted.

This machine digs, cleans, sorts and 


delivers the potatoes into baskets. The 
separator part works on tlio same prin- 
ciple as the ordinary grain thrasher, so 
that those who use It may properly 
speak of thrashing their potato crop. 


There is apparently nothing to pre- 


vent small stones or hard lumps of dirt 
from getting iu with the tubers, and 
the natural conclusion Is that the ma- 
chine Is intended only for use on soil 
that is free from stones and not wet 
or lumpy. 


It-ought'to work to perfection on the 


prairie lands of the central west, and 
if it .should come into general use the 
probabilities are tuat the bulk of the 
potatoes could be grown on these 
smooth lands on a large scale at a 
figure which -could not possibly be met 
by the small grower la the east who 
must depend Jargciy on hand labor.

and pasture. During the fourteen weeks 
so fed they made an average weekly 
gain of 1.4 pounds, and they ate 52.1 
pounds of oats per head, costing 5G 
cents. 


More economical results were obtain- 


ed by restricting the amount of oats to 
five-tenths of a pound per head dally 
while the Iambs were on good pastur- 
age.— J. A. Craig.

A Struggle for Life. 


Additional details concerning the 


wreck an the. Glover Leaf at Maumee 
gives an account of the thrilling es- 
cape bf engineer Wra. A. Cramer, of 
Delphos, vylio was slightly injured, but 
baa a terrifying straggle to save him- 
self from drowning. 


To a newspaper correspondent Mr. 


Cramer told the following story: "We 
came around the curve and I gave the 
usual signal of two short whistles. In 
response the hridgeman. held up hi 
right hand, showing his' two fingers 
which is a signal of go ahead. We 
had come to almost a standstill. 
gave the engine a little steam ant! hat 
gone to within 
four or five cars 


ieagth of the draw when I saw it was 
not yet closed. I at once shut off the 
steam and used the emergency air 
brakes. They worked. ail right, hut 
the frost and dampness on the rails 
made them slippery, and I found it 
impossible to work the sand bearings. 
The engine had, completely stopped 
before we -went onto the bridge but 
the jar from the cars in stopping so 
quickly forced the front of the engine 
off the bridge sufficiently to .over- 
balance the remainder of it.
